PUCC  PLANS 
2  NEW  LABS

On  October  29  bids  were 
brought  forth  from  various 
contractors  concerning  the 
building  of  two  new  laboratory 
facilities  in  the  Potter  Building. 
According  to  Mr.  Sullivan, 
Facilities  Planning  Coor¬ 
dinator,  these  two  new  laboratory 
facilities  will  be  developed  by 
modifying  two  existing  spaces. 

The  first  laboratory  will  be  an 
efficiently  arranged  and 
equipped  auto-tutorial  lab.  It  will 
contain  up-to-date  equipment  for 
the  selfpaced  audio  and  visual 
instruction  of  students  who  desire 
training  in  electricity,  eiec- 
tronics,  and  related  subject 

areas. 

The  second  lab  will  be  a  multi¬ 
purpose  laboratory  facility.  It 
will  contain  equipment  for  a 
basic  bio-medical  training 
sequence  for  nurses  as  well  as 
electrical  technology  students. 

Academically,  this  proposed 
project  will  be  beneficial  to  the 


following  programs  at  the 
Calumet  Campus:  Associate 
Degrees  in  Nursing,  Electrical 
Engineering  Technology,  and 
Mechanical  Engineering 
Technology;  Bachelor  Degrees  in 
Nursing,  Electrical  Technology, 
Mechanical  Technology,  and 
Engineering. 

The  bids  will  be  forwarded  to 
Purdue's  Board  of  Trustees  for 
possible  awarding  of  contracts  at 
the  board's  meeting  November 
13-14  at  the  University's  West 
Lafayette  campus.  Calumet 
Construction  Company  was  the 
apparent  low  bidder.  The 
Hammond  firm  quoted  $16,300  for 
Space  Con  version  an  o 
Laboratory  Development  in  the 
Potter  Building. 

As  soon  as  the  Board  of 
Trustees  accepts  a  bid  and  names 
a  contractor,  the  building  of  the 
two  new  laboratory  facilities  will 
begin.  The  contractor  will  have 
120  consecutive  calendar  days  to 
complete  the  project.

The  article  in  the  last  issue  had 
such  good  feedback,  that  I've 
decided  to  write  more  along  those 
lines.  First  though,  the  parking 
lot  needs  attention  called  to  it 
again. 

As  reported  earlier, 
blacktopping  in  the  P-1  or  North 
Lot  is  completed.  Regular 
parking  has  resumed  and  the 
“NO  PARKING  AT  ANY  TIME" 
restrictions  in  the  area  of  the 
East  side  of  the  Anderson 
building  is  again  being  enforced.

Will  another  law  be  the 
answer?  Who  will  that  law  af¬ 
fect?
